it, and not entitled to it by prescriptioh.

Harrwers, J.: The statute, as smended by
Aet of 1E60, veads thus : * It shall be the daty
of such Commissioners *  to hear and
determine all controversies respecting rights of
ways and rights of water between private indi-
viduals,” &e,

Tho Uemmissioners' duties are of a Jjudicial
nature, and reguire them first to besr, then de
termine. The sppellant being no purty to the
original controversy, and baving no notics thereof,
hia rights wers not affected by the first awaund,
But it does not follow that the subsequent action
of the Board, when the appellant became a party
of his own socord, was therefore pall and void.
The awstd made by the Board afier they bad
jurisdiction of -the matter, has force, not us con-
firming its previous void award, but becanse juris-
diction had stisched.

Bat the evidence, a8 reported by the Commis-
missioners, fails to sustain, or 1o tend to sustain,
the awarmd. ‘T'he right 10 use water is an ease-
ment in land, to be gaiped only by grant or pre-
seription.  The evidence  merely shows the
apinione of withesses as lo the rights of the
parties.
